THE superiority of Colorado climate 


over that in almost every other section df 
the country was never more forcibly illus- 
trated than during the last week or so, 
even though the weather here has been of 
the usual seasonal variety which compares 
somewhat unfavorabjy with thatM^hich 
prevails during the summer, fall and win- 
ter months. 


Daily for the last week or more the wires 


have carried stories of extreme heat ex- 


7"tending from the Rockies to the Atlantic 


Coast, down through the South and into the 
Southwest. 
Day'after da}', from Boston 


to Yuma, and from Chicago to Fort 
Smith, the dispatches -have told of tem- 
peratures ranging in the nineties and even 
well above the hundred mark, as was the 
case in Washington a week ago yesterday, 
when the mercury stood at 103 in" the 
shade.

izing heat from which it is no escape even 
to shut oneself up in a dark room.

mountain breezes to temper it and no relief 
at night.
